Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

This invention relates to a process of preparing branched largely unsaturated fatty alcohol 
sulfates comprising the reaction steps (a) to (e) describe in claim 1. The closest prior art of record 
is to Zimaity et al, Journal of American Chemical Society 48 (1 1), 1971. Zimaity et al teach a 
process tertiary, branched , unsaturated fatty alcohol sulfates and a process of preparation 
thereof. The process of described in the prior art, unlike the process of this application, results in 
that the branching occurs directly before the functional alcohol group. There is no teaching or 
suggestion to modify the prior art process to arrive at the process described in this application
